There was extra bookkeeping in many an 
' : office last week as unemployment insurance dues 
became payable. And there was pain in many a 
pay envelope as the new deductions coincided 
with the increased defence tax dues. Employers 
too felt the pinch of contributions to uncmploy- 
', ment insurance. 

* 

There seems to be general acceptance of the 
new scheme. There are no harsh critics so far 
as wo know. The only criticism can be for fail- 
ure to start the insurance scheme years ago. 



We take this war too much for granted. We 
don't realize how awful it is. We don't realize 
to what a brink we have come. The times call 
for desperate measures. As we call upon young 
men to risk their lives, and at least to give years 
out of their lives, we should call upon others to 
give up a major part of their accumulated wealth, 
for use to fight the war with and to give the 
soldiers who return a financial start in the world. 

Too many people are still making money and 
improving their position in the world while 
young men arc losing the best years of their lives, 
and are preparing to risk their lives in battle. If 
our civilian population were called upon to make 
real financial sacrifices, there would be no trouble 
getting volunteers by the thousands. If wealthy 
persons had to turn over a substantial part of 
their property to the state, and if alt had to make 
similar economic sacrifices, according to their 
means, there would be a steady stream of recruits 
for military service. 

As the situation stands, young men must not 
only make the full sacrifice by themselves, but 
if they are fortunate enough to return in good 
health they must either join the ranks of the 
unemployed or, if they arc more fortunate, fcHle 
down to pay the interest on the war debt that has 
made other Canadians prosperous. 

Conscription may be the most effective method 
of getting soldiers if the sacrifice is to be one- 
sided. It would be fair and justifiable, tut 
unnecessary, if the effort were shouldered as 
evenly as possible by all ages and all classes in 
the country. Is one man's life to be offered and 
another's bank account spared? 
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There is seeming injustice to those employers 
Who, by the nature of their business, provide 
steady employment regardless of business con- 
ditions, to employees in steady-employment busi- 
nesses, and to those employees of other firms who 
through their indispensability have steady posi- 
tions for the re3l of their lives, 

- 

It is short-sighted, however, for employer or 
employee to think of what he pays in terms of 
benefits to himself. Employers who never have 
to "lay off" an employee and employees who 
never draw benefits will still benefit from the 
. Kheme, and their own payments, through the 
greater business stability that will result from the 
scheme.

For that reason, we think that civil servants 
and municipal employees should be included in 
the scheme just as well as the many small busi- 
nesses whose number of employees does not vary

MONEY MORE PRECIOUS 
THAN LIVES AND LIMBS ? 

- 

There are so many advocates of conscription of 
men for military service that it must have some- 
thing to commend it. It is said that conscription 
is the fairest way to select mvn for the armed 
forces. The suggestion is that voluntary enlist- 
ment brings forth the unselfish but doesn't touch 
the selfish. There may be something in that, and 
yet the fact remains that that argument begs the 
question. We start with our conclusion. We are 
rcaliy thinking in this fashion: "Those who vol- 
unteer for military service are less selfish than 

Vthose who don't. Therefore voluntary enlistment 
draws the unselfish and noble into the army and 

- leaves behind the selfish slacker*/' 

.v-f There Is another way of looking at it. Volun- 
/" tary enlistment is not unfair, because it takes 

; -those who want to serve in the armed forces and 

leaves those who don't. Those who enlist to help 

: their fellow men, and not just out of the desire 

-for change, excitement or adventure, want to 
enlist. Conscription, on the other hand, takes 
those who don't want to be soldiers, and possibly 
therefore are not fitted to he soldiers, and leaves 
out some who do want to bo soldiers and who 
possibly therefore would make excellent soldiers.

Hut all this discussion about fairness is only a 
discussion as to a method of deciding which young 
men shall serve. It presupposes that the young 

men must serve and that It is their inherited right 
and duty to bear the burden of war. Men in their 
twenties may make better soldiers than men in 
their thirties and early forties, but that isn't the 
only reason that we all point at the young man 
and say: "It is your duty to enlist." The older 
groups have attained positions of influence, and 
as newspaper editors, business men, and politi- 
cians we are able to "gang up" on the young 
man and force him to get us out of the mess that 
we got ourselves into, . 
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It is really callous for the older generations to 
thrust the younger into the battle-lino without 
themselves making an equivalent offering. Is 
it their thought that It is better for young men 
to lose their lives than for older men to lose their 
economic security or to be themselves physically 
endangered? 

It seems to us that men who are not themselves 
liable for military service should endeavor to look 
at the situation through the eyes of young men. 
Let them turn their editorial chairs or parlia- 
mentary scats over to young men or let them 
use their positions of influence as young men 
would use them. Do young men favor conscrip- 
tion, or do they feel that voluntary enlistment is 

better, fairer?

Or let those who urge upon young men the 

supreme unselfishness of risking their lives show 

similar unselfishness. Let them give the money 

that they are lending the government. Let them 

give up their golf and their amusements and their 

luxuries and leisure and go to work according 

to their own ability to promote the war effort. 

Let business men who thrust young men forward 

give up their own profits. Let them live on a 

soldier's fare and a soldier's wage. Let them 

enter the public forum with a clear conscience 

and a beamless eye. 

War is no longer a gay adventure. Soldiering 
la no longer a profession. It is not a trade and a 
means of livelihood. No person can lightheartedly 
send another into that walk. No person should 

send another in without making a great sacrifice 
himself. 



IN FAVOR OF 
BEVERAGE ROOMS 

With the voting on the beverage room question 
not to take place until Dec. I, people will have 
lots of time to think it over, and make up their 
minds what will be best for the town. 

■ 

' Nor can there be much doubt about the out- 
come. Although many people will honestly 
decide that a beverage room would be advan- - 
tageous to the town, many more, we think, will 

reach a different conclusion. That is natural, for 
there are only two or three arguments for a 
beverage room, and there are so many arguments 
against one (or several), -

There are arguments in_ favor of a beverage 
room. Lots of people like to drink beer, just as 
other people like soft-drinks and ice cream, and 
It is not entirely unreasonable that there should 
be some place where they can drop in and have 
a glass of beer without having to buy half a 
dozen pints through a brewer's agent. 

Then again the sale of beverage alcohol is still 
recognized as a legal means of making a liveli- 
hood, and there are people who would like to 
help the owners of the town's one hotel by giving 
them that right. 

There are other people who think that a 
beverage room would bring business to the town, 
and that is admitted to be a good thing. 

We can't think at the moment of any other 
plausible arguments in favor of a beverage room. 
When we hear others we propose to bring them 
to the attention of our readers so that they may 
digest and sift them. Of course we hear other 
arguments which we think lacking in merit. For 
instance, there is some illegal sate of beer in the 
town, and some people argue that a beverage 
room or rooms would eliminate bootleggers. But 
we are told that it doesn't work out that way. 
Beverage rooms create a trade for bootleggers 
after beverage room hours. 

Some people too go astray when they see 
brewers* trucks in the town. They jump to the 
conclusion that that beer is going to a boot- 
legger's. Perhaps some of it does get there, but, 
as w«.- understand it, most of that beer comes into 
town legally and legitimately for legitimate use 
in private homes, and is accounted for by written 
orders placed through brewers' agents or possibly 
direct to the brewers. Thai is perfectly legal, is 
open to any citizen, and makes it impossible for 
anyone to argue that their god-given right to 
consume alcoholic beverages (or to eat a peck of 
dirt) is greatly interfered with In Newmarket. 

As a matter of fact, we have heard an estimate, 
possibly not far out, that people within the 
municipality spend $1,000 a week on alcoholic 
beverages. Assuming that that is correct, we 
wouldn't be surprised to hear a guess that $050 
or more of that $1,000 is spent legally. 

We have heard another estimate that If New* 
market voted in favor of the sale of beer and 
wine, which would mean probably the opening 
of two or more beverage rooms and a liquor store, 
Newmarket's purchases would jump to $2,000 or 
$3,000 a week.

WILCOX, BOND 



The other day an Era reporter 
journeyed W the Pinnacle heights 
on Yonge St, to De La Salle 
college, for a quiet chat on local 
folklore with Brother Dennis, head 
of the history department at the 
college, who has done research 
work in Canadian history for 

many years. 

Brother Dennis, a native of 
Quebec province, with an Irish 
lav name, and a "bit ot a brogue 
has spent a total of 11 years in 
all at the local institution and 
many years in Toronto* and to him 
the "story of Yonge St. and the 
district about the college has bedil 
of particular interest. 

Some weeks ago he delivered 
a talk on the district to the 
Ontario Federation of Naturalists, 
who were gathered in conclave at 
the home of Capt. S. C, Snively, 
"Glen Lonely.". Lake George. 

"This district is rich in historic 
lore." Brother Dennis told The 
Era. "If you were to draw a line 
from the Humber River to Hol- 
land Landing- and another from 
Holland Landing down the valley 
of the Rouge to about French* 
man's Bay and then come along 
the lake front you would have a 
triangle of land as historic as any 
in Ontario, 

"The water route from the Hum- 
ber to Luke Simcoe was, of course. 
a most famous route to the north. 

the Rouge route was used to a 
lesser extent. Here, within n short 
distance of where we sli. Indians, 
fur traders, missionaries and sol- 
diers came and went." 

Yonge St., he pointed out, was 
begun by Governor John Graves 
Simcoe in 1T94 and it took 43 days. 
for a company of soldiers and 
bushmen to work their way from 
York to Holland Landing. 

"The present street is not, 
strictly speaking, the same as it 
was, very winding, following: the 
line of least resistance.

"The first Roman Catholic 
church In York county was built 
between 17SS and IS00. at a site 
opposite Jefferson post office on 
Yonge St. The parish priest was 
Rev. Father Edmund Burke, whose 
parish extended from Kingston to 
Windsor, a distance of 50o miles." 
Brother Dennis said. "The church 
was built to serve the French 
emigres, who were refugees from 
the French revolution, who had 
fled to England and had been 
granted vast tracts of lands by the 
English crown in Upper Canada 

in 179S. 

"You would never know today 
that ut one time there were a 
duster of houses, a school and a 
church built by these people. They 
we re headed by Co u nt J oseph 
Genevieve de Puisave, the due de 
Rochefoucauld. Vicomte de Chalus 
and Chevalier Quetton St. George. 
As you can Imagine, these aristo- 
crats, born in the lap of luxury. 
were Unfitted for life in a rough 
country and the group of over i& 
persons left the district. 

"The St. George family, however, 
were to return to Canada. This 
family, originally named Quetton. 
arrived in England on St. George's 
day and so took this family name. 

"Twenty-six thousand acres were 
granted to St. George, who return- 
ed to France after the downfall of 
Napoleon. His son. Henri Quet- 
ton St. George, born on the family 
estates at Montpelier. came to 
Canada in 1$4$ to manage his 
deceased fathers affairs, his wife 
and two daughters accompanying 
him. 

"He "purchased from an Anglican 
clergyman. Rew Mr. Small, the 
farm estate now owned by CapL. 
Snively. on which was the lake 
now known as Lake George, after 
the new owners. St. George's wife 
disliked the place and named It 
'Glen Lonely.' returning to 
France. One daughter, four years 
of age, is buried In St. Michael's 
Cathedral, the other returned to 
France and entered a Holy Order. 
St, George himself died in i$9«5 
and strangely enough i» burled 
behind St. John's Anglican church 
at York Mills. 

"St. George at one time had 40 
purebred horses and once made 
good his boast that his horses 
could beat the train from Toronto 
to Aurora. 

"Lake George is almost an bi« 
as Lake Wilcox, yet so closely bus 
It b e e n preserved -as private 
property that there are few of the 
present young people who have 
ever seen it. The property 
acquired by Capt. Snively in 1921 
has been in two other hands 
previous to this purchase. Many 
of the older residents remember 
Henri Quetton St. George and 
scattered around the district in 
many; old families are pieces of 
furniture purchased from the 
famous St. George sale, a big 
affair of the 90's. 

"Bond Lake obtained its name 
from William Bond, who obtained 
the land from the Hon. Peter 
Russell, administrator of Upper 
Canada from 1793*179$. Bond was 
on American loyalist; 

"Lake Wilcox obtained its name 
from Col. William Wilcox, another 
American loyalist, who obtained a 
grant of land around the lake." 

Brother Dennis recalled an inci- 
dent in the life of Col. Wilcox. 

"He suspected his brother. 
Joseph, of having American sym- 
pathies and once challenged him 
to a duel with pistols. Joseph did 
not keep the appointment, but Col. 
Wilcox kept the appointment, and 
marking a one Inch square on a 
tree, fired hid pistol and clipped 
the centre, remarking, 'Joseph, I 
wish you had been there.' His 
fears were well founded, for 
Joseph turned traitor and was 
killed In the war of 1812-14 at 
Fort Erie." 

Hon. Robert Baldwin, the first 
premier of Upper Canada, was 
| one of the first to realize the 
beauties of the Lake Wilcox dis- 
trict and once had a house on 
the wcat aide of Lake Wilcox. 

Lake George, Brother Dennis 
pointed out, ha» no inlet' and Is 
fed by springs. It is over 79 feet 
daap in places and richly stocked 
with fJsh. It empties into Lake 
Wilcox. 

"There is a marked difference 
between the flora around this dis- 
trict and the Pinnacle and that in 
other parts of York county," he 
said.

GOES TO QUEBEC 

Corporal George Langstaff, who 
has been stationed at Newmarket 
training centre, has been trans- 
ferred to the fourth divisional 
instructional camp, at Ste, Hya- 
cinthe, P.Q. 
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There were 460 pupils enrolled at 
Aurora public school during the 
past school year, with hoys exceed- 
ing, girls by 12, according to the 
annual report issued by Principal 
John O. McDonald, 
: Ten pupils had a perfect attend- 
ance record. Colds and measles 
were responsible for most of the 
absences, which totalled 5.128 V& 
daya. Illness accounted for 4,174 
days. Reasonable excuses, or 
justifiable absences added a total 
of 104 more days, leaving a total 
loss by reason of truancy or par- 
ental neglect of 850 ^ days. 

An interesting comparison is 
presented in the number of days 
attended: 43 pupils attended less 
than 50 days during the year, 50 
attended from CO to 99 days. 36 
attended from 100 to 140 days and 
340 attended over 150 days. 

There was a large beginners* 
class this year, with 49 being 
admitted. Sixty-nine pupils were 
admitted from another section and 
six pupils came from outside of 
Ontario, Thirty-four pupils were 
transferred to another, section and 
three to another province. 

Each year the already cxtensivb 
school library is added to! and 
during the past year 112 booka 
were added through purchases 
and gifts, at a cost of $68.33. 
Allowing for depreciation, the total 
value of the school library Is -now 
estimated at $838.63,
